“GIVEN THAT THE RECENT WAR WAS 
under the guise of promoting 
democracy and liberating women,” 
says Angela Davis, “it is quite 
bizarre to me to accept that the fig- 
urehead representing torture and 
aggression can, at the same time, be 
accepted as an advocate for 
womens liberation.” 

“One of the subjects about which 
there was never a great deal of dis- 
cussion in connection to torture at 
Abu Ghraib prison,” she continues, 
“was the sexual torture of women.” 

The only woman who was consis- 
tently mentioned in the scandal was 
Lynndie England, that spawn-of- 
the-devil who managed to humiliate 
whole stacks of Middle Eastern men 
with a single thumbs-up. The fact 
that women are caught up in “cir- 
cuits of violence... that emanate from 
the institute of the prison” barely 
passed mention in the media, Davis 
observes. Amidst the stupendous 
number of photos emerging from 
Abu Ghraib prison, serving to dis- 
prove the “bad apple” coverup, 
Davis points out that, among the 
unpublicised photos, there were 

ones that demonstrated the torture 
of women as well. 

Davis will be speaking in Edmon- 
ton this week as the latest in the Rev- 
olutionary Speakers Series. Her talk, 
“Global Resistance to Global Capi- 
talism: Reforming Race, Class, and 
Gender in the 21st Century”, will 
tackle the problems of creating 
transnational communities that can 
fight international oppression. 

At the heart of Davis’ discussion 
will be “this current attack on 
democracy under the guise of pro- 
moting democracy, the advocacy of 
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freedom through the denial of rights 
and liberties.”

She is undaunted by the fact she is

Because of her involve 
ment in the case of the Soledad 
Brothers, in 1970, she was placed on 
the FBI's Ten Most Wanted List on 
fabricated charges. She went under 
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down on freedom of expression and 
normalizing illegal wiretaps, where 
prisoners held without charge for 
years at Guatanamo Bay are consid- 
ered well-treated in comparison to 
those taken to locations unknown 
through the rendition program. 
After all, this is isn’t her first unpop- 
ular social struggle. 

Davis is an acclaimed activist, 
communist, and former Black Pan- 
ther who now teaches in the History 
of Consciousness programme at the 
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ground, but ended up spending six- 
teen months in jail in horrendously 
inhumane (and typical) conditions 
that she documented in Angela 
Davis: An Autobiography 

The trial that ultimately proved 
her innocence was supported by 
enthusiastic national and interna- 
tional campaigns on her behalf. In 
the age of globalisation, she says, 
these sorts of mass mobilisations for 
the sake of human rights have creat- 
ed a “historical memory of interna- 
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personalized plan for success.

Anyone who has ever done a bud- 
get— whether for a family, a busi- 
ness, or an organization— knows it 
is essential to get your revenues 
right. If you overestimate your rev- 
enues, you will be broke well before 
the year is out. If you underestimate, 
you are faced with the prospect of 
starving your family and skipping 
bills unnecessarily 

When governments overestimate 
revenues, they either cut programs 
and slash funding or face a deficit at 
year end. When they underestimate, 
then programs are under-funded 
and starved right off the bat. Either 
way, it is not in the public interest to 
have government consistently miss 
their estimates. 

Alberta’s government, however, 
has turned missed revenue projec- 
tions into an artform, significantly 
underestimating them in 12 of the 
last 13 years. In 2001-02, they also 
missed significantly, but in the 
opposite direction. 

Despite that one anomaly, in each 
of the last six budgets the govern- 
ment has under-estimated revenue 
by an average of over $4.1 billion— 
in most of those years, that’s an error 
of 20 to 25 per cent! 

They argue that they are simply 
being prudent—building in a cush- 
ion in case of an economic down- 
turn, or significant drop in energy 
prices. The problem with that argu- 
ment is that the government has 
already built in significant cushions 
in other places to protect against eco- 
nomic volatility.

THE BIG QUESTION 

This history begs we ask “why? 
When one considers the numbers 
above, there are really only two pos 
sibilities— either the government is 
incompetent, or the government lias 
an ulterior motive for hiding rev- 
enues from the public and the legis- 
lature. Given the number of MBAs, 
CPAs, and CMAs working for the 
government, I am inclined to believe 
the latter. 

Concealing likely revenue num- 
bers lets the government claim 
poverty and underfund needed pro- 
grams. We have heard these claims 
in the area of health care, in educa- 
tion, in bargaining with teachers, in 
trying to justify offensively low 
social assistance rates, and even in 
avoiding needed infrastructure pre 
jects like a new highway to Fort 
McMurray. 

Hiding revenues also allows the 
government more freedom in mak- 
ing spending decisions once the 
unbudgeted funds comes in, 

because the decisions can be 
made in cabinet and passed 
by the legislature after the 

This was confirmed by 
Premier Klein last fall 
when he told the media 
that the unbudgeted sur 
plus was none of the leg:

After all, she has completed, in 
just a few short months, a concise 
and unpatronizing book that expos- 
es the costs of the private health 
insurance indu in Canada, past 
and present, and warns Canadians 
against further erosion of the public 
health care system through the 
expansion of that industry 

The timing of the paperback’s 
publication is not coincidental: it hits 
bookshelves just as Alberta’s Con- 
servative government forges ahead 
ona mission to expand private 
insurance and health facilities. Gib- 






son said her motivation was more 
than an academic interest in truth. 
She contends the public, particularly 
the most vulnerable members of the 
public, will lose out if private med- 
ical insurance is expanded in Alberta 
and the rest of Canada. 

“(Private insurance] does offer 
increased choice for a healthy 
wealthy few that will be able to buy 
better care. If that’s what your objec- 
tive is—to offer choice for an elite 
few—then [private insurance] is 
your best option,” Gibson says. 

As she and Fuller observe in the 
book, the government message of 
providing “choice” in healthcare— 
that is, allowing Albertans to pay for 
faster and better medical services 
outside the public system—has been 
presented to as a simple improve- 
ment to the existing system, 
“medicare plus,” and completely 
without a downside. 

“But they can’t guarantee that it’s 
not going to harm the public sys- 
tem,” Gibson says. And unlike the 
privatization of other services like

The greens had been tossed in a sub- 
tle cranberry vinaigrette that didn’t 
overpower the flavour of the greens, 
but was sweet enough to moderate

I was enchanted by the waitresses 
and the other tables in the room as I 
waited for my gnocchi with 
pancetta, shallots and tomato pesto 
cream sauce ($17). Maybe it was the 
low lighting, or the warm colours in 
the room, but it all seemed like a 
dream in so many respects.

FILMMAKER, ACTOR AND PLAY- 
wright Mieko Ouchi couldn’t have 
picked a more difficult or more con- 
troversial subject for her most recent 
play, The Blue Light. 

Following up The Red Priest—an 
equally layered semi-biographical 
work about the composer Antonio 
Vivaldi—the Governor General's 
Award-nominated Ouchi is again 
working with a complicated bio- 
graphical subject matter: the German 
filmmaker Leni Riefenstahl. 

The title of Ouchi’s play is also the 
title of the 1932 film that marked 
Riefenstahl’s remarkable leap from 
acting in films to directing them also 
brought her to Hitler’s attention. 

Riefenstahl, perhaps one of the 
most talented director /editors of the 
20th Century and a wide-ranging 
artist—dancer, actor and photograph- 
er on top of her film direction—will go 
down in history as one of the most 
questionable artists of the modern era. 

The genius behind the Nazi 
regime's two most elegant propa- 
gandic achievements, Riefenstahl 
directed and edited the iconic 1936 
film Taumph of the Will, a documen- 
tation of the infamous Nazi Party 
Rally at Nuremberg—an event some 
claim she ruthlessly stage-managed 
so that it could be best filmed—and 
the seminal 1938 film Olympia, a 
groundbreaking record of the race- 
theory-ridden 1936 Berlin Olympics. 

David Thomson in The New Bio- 
graphical Dictionary of Film describes 
Ricfenstahl as having “subordinat- 
ed” her skill to fascist conviction, cre- 





















ating in Thumph of the Willa work of

housewives, girlfriends,’ 

The downside to her fame under 
the Nazis—and her role in the cre. 
ation of two powerful works that 
played such a key role helping solid 
ify “a wave of nationalism” across 
Germany that Hitler and cx ympany 
rode towards World War II—was 
her being tarred “the dragon lady for 
the Third Reich,” says the director 








REVERSIBLE FIGURE 

So, despite her “successful” denaz- 
ification after the war, and despite 
the fact that “lesser artists” like Veit 
Harlan (the director of the ¥irulent 
1940 anti-Semitic propaganda film 
The Jew) worked again in the film 
industry after the war, her role in cre 
ating the artistic “flagship” of the 
regime meant that she would never 
work as a filmmaker again, spending 
most of the rest of her life working as 
a still photographer, spending many 
years in that period photographing 
the Nuba tribe of Sudan 

“The play makes some powerful 
arguments about the power of art 
and selling yourself to the devil,” 
says Jenkins. 

For Ouchi, Riefenstahl’s truth isn’t 
as simple as many of her critics 
make it out to be and lies “some- 
where in between everything” 

Wanting to crack “the complexity” 
in “a story is without equal” and a tale 
of art entwined with politics that’s rel- 
evant to what is going on today, the 
playwright decided to create a play 
that would skirt pat answers. 

“Even my own feelings [about 
Riefenstahl] change from day to 
day,” says Ouchi. 

For example, even examining her 
role as a propagandist isn’t as straight- 
forward as you would suspect. 

“Propaganda is in the eyes of the 
beholder. If you asked Leni she’d 
have said she was a documentarian 
and that she had no political agen- 
da,” says the playwright. 

“AS 4 Bieter ayale I'm more 
a fan of the vérité documentary and 
produce more unconstructed 
work—even though some portions 
of my films do use more theatrical 
tools—that distinction is a fine line. 
In the play I talk about Michael 
Moore’s documentaries and see con- 
struction coming out in editing, how 
he uses things out of order and 
deploys his personality to put for- 
ward a very particular point of view. 
Any film you make will have some 
point of view.”

“For me this play is not a bio-pic 
treatment, but an exploration about 
how stories take on their own 
importance and turn into mytholo- 
gy- That's where the play’s framing 
device of a young Hollywood 
woman [producer] and the use of a 
cinematic structure for the work 
came to me early on,” says Ouchi of 
what ended up being a profoundly 
layered play. 

Calling The Blue Light one of the 
hardest plays he’s ever worked on in 
terms of the design and production 
solutions needed to make the text’s 
key fragmentation work, Jenkins 
loves the fact that Ouchi underlines 
the quixotic nature of Riefenstahl's 
life.

Anger earnestly embroils audience in merry misalliance

AH THE ECSTACY OF THE COUP DE 
oudre. It is the elusive ideal—love 
jeading to that most desirable of 
states, matrimony. The stuff of fairy- 
tales. In The Anger in Ernest and 
Epestine, playwrights Robert Mor- 
gan, Martha Ross and Leah Cherni- 
ak explore the unacknowledged 
truth; the most rapturous of 
romances May produce poisonous 
fruit rather than dewy blossoms. 
Take Ernest and Ernestine, two 
misfits doomed to be passed over by 
the rules of Natural Selection until 
their eyes meet one day and love 
blooms. Shy meetings ensue, where- 
in they gulp out their fumbling pas- 
sion, until hand in hand, they take 
up residence in the conjugal confines 
ot what has to be the dingiest base- 
ment apartment in history. A pon- 
jerous boiler lurks in the corner, its 
forbidding presence emphasized by 
serpentine coils of ductwork that 
continually threaten to strangle the 
couple in their fiery embrace. Love 
does not flourish like a hothouse 
rose in this close environment: rather 
it attacks and consumes itself like a 
Venus Flytrap run amok. It’s hilari- 
ous, satiric, tragic and haunting. 
Endearing traits become the caus- 
es of justifiable homicide as Ermest 
(George Szilagyi) and Emestine 
(Sharla Matkin) struggle to perpetu- 
ate the myth of happily ever after. 
The Anger in Ernest and Ernestine 
should be recommended viewing 
for all couples—a general lack of 
communication in even the strongest 
relationship leads to a romance- 
annihilating lack of self confidence. 
Instead of addressing the root of 
their unhappiness, many a couple 
will, instead, live out their lives ina 
state of mutual siege, or armed truce. 
At bottom it sounds incredibly 
earnest and preachy, but the script, 








and this company’s execution of it, 
lifts Ernest and Ernestine above the 

quagmire of schmaltzy sitcom into 
the realm of gloriously subversive 

satire. 

Director Tracy Carroll shepherds 
the comically controlled duo of 
Matkin and Szilagyi through an 
incredibly physical production that 
leaves the audience as drained at the 
end as the performers. Cleverly, Car- 
roll opts to keep the billing and coo- 
ing couple physicially separated 
during their courtship. It isn’t until 
the final and fateful die is cast, that 
they’re allowed contact—all passion 
is expressed vocally. This imbues the 
opening scenes of the play with a 
frenetic mood. 

The opening salvos aren‘t fired 
until the pair are seated at the 
kitchen table. and Carroll uses this 
focal point as the fulcrum in an 
adroitly-constructed danse macabre. 
The homely piece of furniture 
becomes a bloody battlefield. Ernest 
enjoys the quiet of an orderly break- 
fast, Ernestine guzzles hers in a sym- 
phony of slovenly absentminded- 
ness; sex in the bedroom is fine but 
not on the table please; and just 
where should the teabags be kept? 
Petty arguements that ascend Strind- 
bergian (sic) heights as the canker 
devours the rose. 

Although controlled, the direction 
never allows the production to 
become rigid. Instead, Carroll

imposes an unobtrusive discipline 
that allows chaos reign, but always 
acknowledges the logic of the script 
Juxtapositions of frenzy and calm 
allow the human elements of Emest 
and Ernestine’s story to sink in, even 
as one pops a rib laughing hysteri- 
cally. 

What's especially startling is the 
inexhaustible energy of Matkin and 
Szilagyi. It’s like watching an evenly 
matched pair of boxers—deft of foot- 
work, and armed with unerring 
comic accuracy, they land each of 
the satiric shots to shocking effect. 
Matkin’s Emestine is a twitching fer- 
ret, gnawing away at Emest’s dan- 
gerously limited patience. Szilagyi 
brings a lumbering amiability to 
Emest which contrasts shockingly 
with the violent threats that fly from 
his mouth. It’s already edgy territory 
with the implied abuse, but the obvi- 
ous commitment and trust the pair 
obviously have in each other, allows 
them to push the envelope to the 
bursting point. 

In lesser performers’ hands, The 
Anger in Ernest and Ernestine would 
be obnoxiously offensive. However, 
Matkin and Szilagyi manage to com- 
bine a highly stylized performance 
style with honest likeability. Emest 
and Emestine matter as human 
beings rather than comic ciphers, 
and that’s what makes the laughter 
so painful.
